live them a chance

Thee is a popular impression that the years when one is 
growing up are a time of complete happiness. A great many 
of us gaze back upon our own childhoods through a nostal- 
gic haze. We are inclined to envy all boys and girls as lucky 
beings without worries, responsibilities, or real woes. We’re 
wrong. Actually, children can be quite as unhappy as adults. ' 
They, too, get out of step with their friends and the world. 
They, too, worry. 

And while the cause of a youngster’s discontent may seem 
trifling to us, to him it may be grave indeed. If such causes 
are allowed to pile up, your boy or girl may fall into the 
habit of unhappiness—a habit which not only proves dis- 
tressing to his family, but which can actually make inroads 
upon his whole personality and approach to life. 


Fortunately you can help your son or daughter to be hap- 
py. It takes understanding on your part. It takes patience 
and tact and, perhaps hardest of all, control over your own 
highly contagious moods. But you can do it. And you ought 
to do it—both for the sake of yourself and your youngster, 
and because wholesome, agreeable, well-dispositioned 
people are good for the world. We need more of them! 

The earlier training for happiness is begun, the better. 
When our daughter, Mickie, was a preschooler, we spent 
several seasons in a log cabin beside a rollicking stream. It 
was a gay, gypsylike existence; each morning we would run 
to the water to splash our faces and recite thischant: “Water, 
water, wash away—all my frowns and blues today.” 

I thought of that recently when pondering on the problem 
of her younger brother Mark, now 8. We had all been rather 
troubled about Mark. By nature he has always been more 
sober than his sister, less impetuous, but also less quick to 
laugh. He had always been a pleasant, friendly child, 
however, until lately. Now he was frowning so much; he 
pouted; he lashed angrily out at his family and friends. And 
at times he seemed so moody. 


I is all too easy to sigh, ‘Well, that’s his disposition. That’s 
the way he is.”’ And I must confess it occurred to me. Then 
I thought of that little chant: “‘Water, water, wash away—.” 
Was his sister actually so much sunnier by nature, or had 
she been taught to be? Younger then, freer, with only one 
youngster, hadn’t we spent more time in guiding her? 

But here was Mark, sandwiched between a teen-ager 
bubbling over with exciting interests, and a chubby toddler 
whom we all adored. Mark, neither a baby any more nor 
yet an adolescent—just an ornery little boy in the third 
grade (a point where many children begin to have trouble 
both with their work and their friends), Were we somehow 
leaving him in the lurch? : 


My husband and I talked it over with each other, then 
each in turn with him. “Honey, why aren’t you happy?” 
we asked. “Are you troubled about something? Are we fail- 
ing you in some way?” 

His answers were vague and unsatisfactory, to say the 
least. “We-ell,” he decided, after a long scowling study of 
his big toe as we sat on the bed, “I’m worried because Ray- 
mond will be mad if he finds out I wrecked his fort.” The

reference was to a sandbox castle, hardly important enough 
to cause his prolonged glumness. ‘“‘And you always say ‘No’ 
to me, or ‘Wait a minute.’ ” 

My husband’s conference was similarly ineffectual, ex- 
cept for this: He did say he wished we could go fishing more 
often, and that he wanted a puppy. 

These last were things we could get our teeth into. I 
would definitely curb my “o's” and ** Wait a minute’s,” and 
his dad would give fishing priority over remodeling the 
kitchen. Also, I would give in about a dog. I realized that, 
after all, a child’s disposition is more important than a few 
puddles. 

Even so, we were far from satisfied that we had reached 
all sources of Mark’s discontent. We became more watchful 
of all phases of his life—physical, social, and scholastic. And 
from that watchfulness came a gradual victory over the 
gremlins, and the following suggestions. If your boy or girl 
seems to be unhappy, here are 10 ways to help him bring 
back that sunshine: 


1. Be sure he’s well. 


A bad tooth, infected tonsils, or the simple matter of 
improper elimination can cause an irritable disposition. 

Is he eating the proper foods and enough of them? We 
observed that Mark had been leaving his orange juice at 
breakfast; we became more insistent upon its consumption. 
Also, we discovered to our dismay that instead of buying the 
hot plate at the school cafeteria, he was lunching mostly on 
pop and pretzels in order to have more time to play. Now 
he comes home at noon, and on bad days I pack a balanced 
lunch. 

Has he had a recent checkup by the family doctor? We 
didn’t haul our son forthwith to the doctor, because we didn’t 
want to dramatize the situation, but we did carefully ob- 
serve what the physician had to say the next time we had 
occasion to visit him. 


2. See that he has a bike, skates, or wagon. 


Nothing is more wistful than the boy or girl on foot while 
friends sail by on their skates or bikes. Mark was riding his 
sister’s bicycle—a perfectly good one, but a girl’s. We jug- 
gled the budget a bit to get him a shiny new one for his 
birthday. 


3. Set up an allowance. 


The jingle of a few. coins in his pocket gives anyone a 
feeling of confidence and independence. Having to tease for 
wherewithal to chase the ice-cream man or buy model] air- 
planes is as painful for offspring as parent. An allowance 
eliminates this. And, although it may actually amount to 
less money than he got the other way, it gives a youngster 
far more satisfaction.

When he brings home good pa- 
pers, brag about them; put his 
wobbly barns and lopsided pump- 
kins on display.

How to use a power 


Here’s a power tool for your workshop 


that planes a board square and true 


A skilled craftsman can hand-plane the edge of a 
board to perfect straightness and square. But with a 
power jointer in your home workshop, you can do the 
same job with a fraction of the work, and in so much less 
time that comparison becomes absurd. 

Aside from this primary function, the jointer has other 
tasks within its scope. It will cut rabbets, chamfers, 
bevels, tapers, and tenons. It can make hexagonal, oct- 
agonal, or any-agonal furniture legs, with or without 
taper. Or it can plane the surface of a board as well as 
the edge, and thus is often called a jointer-planer. 

It is a relatively simple machine. Its only working part 
is a heavy steel cylinder, slotted to carry three straight 
knives. These knives are beveled, like hand-plane blades, 
to a keen edge. 

The bearings in which the cutterhead turns are us- 
ually mounted on a heavy cast-iron [Turn to page 124 


Primary job of the jointer is to 
plane board edges straight and 
square, often for gluing up 
large surfaces. Feed board on 
tables with hands held away 
from knives. Hold it firm 
against the front table with rear 
hand until halfway through 
cut; then press board hard 
against rear table with lead- 
ing hand for rest of cut. Hook- 
ing little finger over edge of 
fence will help hold a board 
squarely upright, will also 
keep hand out of harm's way 


Surface planing, where board offers scant hand grip and hands are close 
to knives, can be dangerous. For safety, make a pusher hook to hold and 
guide board. Without such a hook, don't try surface planing. Plane end- 
grain with successive light cuts, not in one deep cut that might chip work 
or throw it from hands. Proceed only two-thirds of the way across end of 
board; then reverse and complete cut to avoid chipping the edge 
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jomnter 


Jointer is much like its relative, the hand plane. There is a long sur- 
face on which wood slides—front table (1) and rear table (2)—and 
a cutter (3) which projects through the surface. Fence (4) adjusts and 
locks (5). Front table moves by crank (6), locks with hand knob 
(7). Sometimes rear table adjusts (8). Cutter guard (9) is open 


Bevels are best cut with fence tilted to your left as you feed work into 
jointer. Wedging action of table and fence holds work more accurately 
than is possible with the fence tilted away from the blades. And your 
hands don't have to be held on flat surface of board, near knives 


Rabbet (step cut into edge) is formed at outer edge of tables. Remove 
cutter guard and set fence out to width of rabbet. Then crank table down 
to rabbet depth. Large jointers will cut up to '/-inch rabbet in single 
pass; smaller ones may need two or more lighter cuts to do the same job

Prevent snow mold on your lawn 


If you find large gray patches of dead grass on your 
lawn in spring, the chances are that snow mold is re- 
sponsible. It is a fungus that likes the cold, wet con- 
ditions it finds under a protecting snow blanket. It is 
prevalent in states where snow remains on the ground 
for any length of time, and causes most of the so-called 
winter damage in such areas. Early winter is the time 
to prevent it. You can usually control it completely 
by treating your grass with a good fungicide before 
heavy snows fall. 


New lilies for your garden 


People who grow lilies in their gardens will soon have 
some new beauties to choose from. The new lilies were 
seen at the show of the North American Lily Society 
at Fairfax, Virginia, whose 3,300 entries made it the 
biggest lily show ever held. Included were many new 
species from China, and chemically induced hybrids 
in which flower size has been doubled. While most of 
these lilies won't be available to you for several years, 
a number of outstanding hybrids are already in ex- 
pert hands for propagation and sale. 


Maple tree stays red all summer 


During the summer I had a chance to see a drive 
planted with a double line of the new Crimson King 
maple, and was much impressed with its beauty. The 
owner had first planned to use copper beech trees, 
but when he discovered he would be 110 years old be- 
fore they made much of a show, he used Crimson King 
maples instead. This maple keeps its deep-red coloring 
all summer long, unlike the similar red-leaved 
Schwedler maple, whose red leaves turn green in 
summer. The tree is handsome, grows rapidly, and is 
well worth keeping in mind for planting where you 
need a summer-long splash of color. 


Phiox from seed gives less trouble 


Having trouble with perennial phlox? You may find 
the solution in a new phlox developed by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. It can be started from seed, and 
eliminates most foliage loss, reverting color, and other 
weaknesses of present phlox grown from plant divi- 
sions. Sow the seed in the fall, and you'll have blooms 
the following year. From then on, it comes up from 
the roots each spring as a true perennial. I saw one 
two-year-old plant with a flower cluster more than a 
foot across. The seed will be available next fall if the 
crop of seed during the coming summer is up to ex- 
pectations.

Wood preservative may kill plants 


It pays to be cautious when you use wood treated 
against decay for making window boxes, hotbeds, 
garden edges, or any other place where wood will 
come into contact with plants. Several cases of 
plants mysteriously dying in hotbeds have been traced 
to the use of pentachlorophenol for treating the wood 
to prevent rotting. Pentachlorophenol is an excellent 
preservative for most purposes, but where the wood is 
near plants the safest thing to use is copper naphthe- 
nate. It won’t harm plants if you first allow the wood 
to weather for four or five days after applying the 
chemical. 


Better killer for red spider 


Scientists continue to produce more and better insect 
killers. The latest is one that promises to take the place 
of parathion for getting rid of red spider and other 
hard-to-kill mites. Chemists know it by the astounding 
name B-chloroethyl, B (p. tert. butyl phenoxy) L- 
methyl ethyl sulfite, all of which has been mercifully 
shortened to 88-R. One advantage over parathion is 
that it is far less dangerous; it takes about 500 times as 
much 88-R to harm mice as is needed of parathion. 
Besides, its mite-killing effects last longer than those of 
similar compounds, especially during high summer 
heat.

Prairie flower goes domestic 

A familiar wildflower of the Midwest is moving into 
gardens—and in a big, improved form. The flower is 
the Black-eyed Susan or wild rudbeckia, from which 
Dr. Albert Blakeslee of Smith College has produced 
a giant with flowers 7 inches across. The tame variety 
has all the vigor and disease resistance of its wild 
cousin. Doctor Blakeslee has also developed several 
other garden varieties of rudbeckia, including a clear- 
yellow low-growing form of the familiar Golden Glow 
of grandmother’s garden. 


Grafted cucumbers lick dry weather 


People who have trouble growing cucumbers because 
they live in dry areas may have the answer to their 
problem. Cucumber vines grafted on squash roots 
doubled the yield of the cukes under dry conditions. 
Explanation is that squash roots go deeper than cu- 
cumber roots and reach deep soil moisture when upper 
soil dries out. The original experiments were carried 
out in Bulgaria, which has weather conditions greatly 
resembling those of some of the West Central States 
where summers are usually dry. 


Flower breeding takes time and money 


Don’t go into the business of breeding flowers if you 
want to get rich in a hurry. Take the case of Dr. Ezra 
J. Kraus, who has produced some of the finest daylily 
varieties in the world, but still hasn’t introduced a 
single one of them into the retail flower trade. I was at 
his trial grounds last August, and learned how he had 
discarded thousands of varieties, which were them- 
selves selections after even more thousands had been 
thrown away. This work has taken years, and of the 
plants Dr. Kraus has kept, probably not more than a 
dozen or two will ever be introduced. Each will rep- 
resent a cost far above any possible return.

Treat yoursell to a 
midwinter garden

Make it portable 


When you want lots of bloom but have no one window the 
sun shines through for long, put your new indoor garden on 
wheels like this. Pickaback plant is a permanent resident on tray. 

Then for weeks at a time, pots of tulips, hyacinths, and small 
shrubby azaleas get prominence as their bloom justifies. African- 
violets show off to excellent advantage on the lower shelf where 
they get all the sunshine they need, and small table ferns add 
variety. If you'll wheel the plants into the sun for an hour each 
morning, a portable garden can beautify even a north window. 
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Cg surprise and delight of fresh things coming 
on constantly—a brand-new interest. You get them all in 
a window garden. 

To be an outstanding success, your garden should be 
a real part of your room decoration, and the plants put 
into it suited to the spot they’re to occupy. 

Seven window gardens with varying exposures are 
shown here, along with tips on keeping your plants, win- 
dow sills, and table tops looking their best. Start with the 
plants recommended for the window most like yours. 
The plants listed are pretested for these exposures and a 
moderate amount of attention.

In each 
one you'll find plenty of wall space for 
beds and other furniture, and all the 
clothes and luggage storage space you'll

There is practically no hall space. A 
sizable hall is worth its cost only if you 
also use its walls for storage. The hall in 
Five Star Home No. 1912 is for traffic 
control only, and it gets you from here 
to there in the fewest possible steps. 

A stairway from first floor to base- 
ment usually takes up about 45 square 
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feet of space. The stairway in this house 
one of its many clever features 
takes up only 20 square feet. It is a cir- 
cular stairway, and it turns around a 
3-inch steel pipe. It’s a decorative fea- 
ture that is practical too: for the few

Along with convenience, light and accessibility are 
kitchen strong points. Above sink and eating table are 
windows that provide good natural light. Glass panels 
bring additional light through a door near the laundry 
equipment that leads to the drying yard, and a door to 
the terrace for convenience in serving snacks. At night, 
steady, shadowless work light comes from fluorescent 
tubes set in pebbled glass boxes between tops of cabinets 
and the ceiling. 

A bathroom is a workroom, too, in many ways. Besides 
its usual purposes, it can serve as a place to shine shoes, 
as a storage area, as a place for light washing, and as a 
medical center. For these reasons the bathroom is large, 
but far from oversized. It is semicompartmented, with 
the tub hidden from the door by the hall linen closet, and 
a glass partition shielding the toilet from view. The lava- 
tory is built into a long counter, where you can spread 
out your shaving equipment or bathe the baby. Below the 
counter is storage space for all the items that belong in a 
bathroom, but usually are scattered around the house.

Wes I was 20, I fully intended to be a success 
by the time I was 30. Now that I am 40, I no longer 
make such rash predictions. I attempted to explain 
this change of attitude to Mrs. Williams the other 
day. 

“Sure,” she said, “‘you don’t get better; you just 
get older,”’ 

Somewhere behind the snide remark, there might 
even be a lesson for us middle-agers. 

Precisely «when you ought to admit you're middle- 
aged is, of course, an individual matter. A group of 
men were asked when they first became aware of 
growing old. The average of the ages they named 
was 49, but the range was from 18 to 82. At either 
of these extremes, middle age apparently presents 
no problem. If you felt old at 18, it’s probably be- 
cause you spend all your time saving yourself. 
Whether you have any fun is another question. And 
if you’re an octogenarian and didn’t feel yourself 
slipping a little by 60 or 70, what can I say? You're 
quite a man, that’s all. 


Tes the fearful forties that have received the 
most attention. But Dr. George Wakerlin, Univer- 
sity of Illinois physiologist, once remarked, ‘“‘A man 
never feels quite right after he passes 30.”’ (Italics 
ours.) You know, of course, that an athlete past 30 
is automatically an ‘‘old man.”’ As a matter of fact, a 
Harvard University study shows that almost no one 
has normal knee joints after 20. You lose resiliency 
in your cartilage pads. 

You lose your speed in various other ways as time 
goes on. Dr. Edward J. Stieglitz of Washington, 
D. C., author of The Second Forty Years, points 
out that your body's rate of recovery from ex- 
haustion, injury, or illness almost invariably slows 
down, the older you get. 








As you age, your reflexes lose their zip and your 
arteries their elasticity. Your circulation doesn’t 
adjust itself as quickly to extremes of temperature, 
air pressure, or humidity. You notice the heat or 
the cold more, and on damp, gray days feel under 
the weather. Your senses, one or another of them, 
often get duller; and your responsibilities weigh on 
you. You’d rather be serious than hilarious, com- 
fortable than excited. You don’t like extremes. 
Biologically, you become conservative.

Storvbook cookies for Christmas 


How to make the angel, the prancing deer, 


the Santas, and the circus pony on page 96 


By Irene Glenn 


Make animals with two sturdy legs instead of four 
spindly ones. Pattern was made from storybook horse 


A little daring, a little skill, and about as much 
time as you might spend making any nice Christ- 
mas gift are what it takes to make storybook cookies. 

On Christmas morning our tree was gaily inti- 
mate with people and animals straight from the 
books our little Susan loved. There were Mother 
Goose in a ruffled cap, the pig going to market 
with his basket, Wee Willie Winkie in his night 
cap—everything we could conjure up, even the old 
woman who lived in a shoe. One little boy asked in 
an awed voice if Susan had been ‘“‘an awfully good 
girl.” Why? “Because Santa put such nice things 
on her tree.” 

Recipes for the cookies and frosting are given 
on page 86. Patterns you collect from pictures. 

Children’s books frequently provide animals, 
clowns, and the like in simple outline. These can 
be traced and transferred to strong paper to be 
used as patterns. In revamping a picture to make 
it suitable for use as a cooky, eliminate as many 
small details as possible. See Photograph 1. Make 
animals in profile with two sturdy legs instead of 
four spindly ones. 


‘Vow may be able to find jolly figures in commer- 
cial cooky cutters. We liked to choose our own 
storybook characters so for years used the paper 
patterns. Later we devised cutters by tracing the 
figure on 4-inch-thick board, sawing around the 
outline, and then nailing strips of metal 34 inch 
wide around cutout. One edge of the metal strip 
was flush with the board so the other edge extend- 
ed }4 inch beyond the board and did the cutting. 

Roll the dough about 14 inch thick on a floured 
canvas or board. Place the pattern on it and cut 
around the outline with a pointed knife. To move 
the cooky to the pan, use a wide spatula or pan- 
cake turner with a short raised handle. 

Eyes can be put in with any small round in- 
strument or can be made later in frosting. Other 
lines to show the form of the figure, the mouth and 
eyebrows can be put in with a round toothpick.

Use a flat toothpick to scratch lines on the horse’s mane 
as shown above. This is a fluffy frosting—see page 86 


The fur on Santa's cap is thick frosting swirled into 
fluffy peaks. Notice how we keep frosting from drying 


Tools for the frosting are simple. A grapefruit 
knife with a curved blade is handy—it keeps the 
rest of the blade and your fingers from smearing the 
cooky. See Photograph 2. A flat toothpick will 
scratch lines in the frosting, as in the horse’s mane 
or the angel’s wing. A round toothpick used with a 
rolling motion will apply lines, or you may use a 
tiny pastry tube. A bit of cotton, twisted on the 
end of a round toothpick, dipped in water, and 
twisted again into a small wad, will do for making 
dots for buttons. 


Benn should attempt only to trim the edges 
of cookies. Solid covering as on the angel’s skirt is 
done with fairly thin frosting applied and smoothed 
into shape, using the flat of the knife blade, with 
careful strokes on the surface of the frosting, never 
allowing the knife to scrape through to the cooky. 

See Photograph 3. Raised effects as on Santa’s 
beard or the fur on his coat are made by applying 
masses of thick frosting, then pushing or lifting into

or toothpick. Just try touching the 
tip of your finger to the surface of 
some thick frosting, then lifting it 
away. The frosting will come up in 
a soft peak. Similarly you will find 
that with experiment and practice 
and using a tool instead of your 
finger, you can draw the frosting 
into shapes with a variety of effects. 
When more than one color is used, 
allow the first to dry thoroughly 
before applying the second 

The finished cookies can be hung 
on the tree in cellophane bags or 
hung uncovered by inserting a 
thread or wire through them. To 
make the hole, lay the cooky flat 
and pierce with a needle before 
inserting thread or wire. (Or just 
before baking, make a small hole 
in the top of each cooky. Be sure 
it’s big enough so it doesn’t close 
during baking.) If the cookies are 
to be sorted a day or so before 
trimming the tree, be sure they are 
kept flat and dry. 


Gingerbread Cookies 
1 cup shortening 1} teaspoons 
114 cups sugar soda 
1 egg 1 teaspoon salt 
1 cup light 1 teaspoon ginger 
molasses 1 teaspoon cloves 
1g cup hot water 3 teaspoons 
1 cup enriched cinnamon 
flour 
Thoroughly cream shortening 
and sugar; add egg; beat thorough- 


ly. Add molasses (warmed) and 
stir well. Add hot water and stir 
well again so the baked product 
will have a nice smooth surface. 
Add flour sifted with soda, salt, and 
spices; then add more flour till the 
dough is thick enough so that when 
touched with the finger it will not 
be sticky. This will usually take 
about 4 cups. Chill overnight. If 
well wrapped in waxed paper, 
dough will keep for days. Bake in 
moderate oven (375°) until edges 
are a nice brown. Time depends 
on size and shape of cooky. 


Frosting 

1 egg white Y{ cup water 
1 cup sugar Few grains salt 

Place all ingredients in double 
boiler. Beat about 7 minutes or till 
the frosting draining from the beater 
forms soft blobs which flatten down 
very slowly. It is best to test the 
frosting occasionally. If, when it is 
almost done, there is any grittiness, 
add a few drops of water. In the 
process of frosting, take out for use 
only a few teaspoonfuls at a time. 
To thicken, use sifted confectioners’ 
sugar. To make thinner never use 
water; use a syrup made by boiling 
1'4 parts sugar with 1 part water. 
A damp napkin placed over the pot 
and under the lid will prevent the 
main supply of frosting from drying 
while you work,

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Lanky comical clown is the kind of doll children can treat as rough as 
they like. He's made of heavy washable canvas filled with tubworthy 
stuffing. For how to make pattern, what material to buy, how to make 
him, see below. Dolls are made of woven squares from a 4-inch loom 


Lanky clown. You'll need 44 yard 
36-inch canvas for clown’s body; 
scraps of various-colored felt for 
mittens, hat, jacket, and shoes (or 
4 yard 36-inch felt if you want ac- 
cessories all the same color); and 
also washable material for stuffing. 

Make wrapping-paper pattern: 
Draw 6x7-inch rectangle; within 
these lines, sketch clown’s head and 
trunk. Sketch pants leg 4 x 15 
inches, sleeve 244 x 5!% inches. 
Cut sleeve and pants patterns twice 
from double-thickness canvas on 
fold of material. Cut head and 
trunk from double-thickness can- 
vas. Cut stencil for features of face 
and apply with washable textile 
paint; let dry thoroughly and press. 

Seam sides of sleeves, making 
dart in center of each and leaving 
ends open. Seam together front 
and back of head and trunk, right 
sides facing, tucking sleeve in each 
side. Leave waistline open; turn. 
Stuff head, trunk, and sleeves. 

Cut mittens from 4 squares of 
felt, 3 x 3 inches. Stitch two of 
these pieces together for each mit- 
ten, placing padding between. 
Stitch to simulate fingers if you 
wish. Hem sleeves onto mittens. 

Seam long edges of each pants 
leg; turn; stitch inside of legs to- 
gether at top for 4 or 5 inches. Cut 
shoes from felt. For soles, cut two 
319x514-inch ovals. For tops, cut 
two rectangles 314 x 514 inches; 
curve one end to fit sole at toe of 
shoe; cut 234-inch slit down other 
end of rectangle for back of shoe. 
Seam top piece to each sole; blind- 
stitch back edges together. Turn; 
insert cardboard inner soles; stuff. 
Hem pants legs over shoes. Fill legs 
with stuffing. 

Hem trunk across top of legs; 
stitch through all material to form 
waistline that will bend. In center 
of each leg and each sleeve, push 


stuffing away and stitch across, so 
limbs will also bend. 

For hair, tack yellow cotton 
fringe or yarn around top of head. 
Make beret from 4-inch circle 
seamed with 1!4-inch band; top 
with pinked felt flowers. From 
double-thickness felt 6 x 7 inches, 
cut vest; slit down front and tack 
to doll under arms and at center 
front of waist. 


Woven dolls. These dolls are each 
made up of 16 woven squares com- 
ing from a 4x4-inch loom. You 
may substitute squares of muslin or 
Indian Head cotton if you wish. 
Use 8 cream-colored squares for 
body, 8 bright-colored squares for 
clothing. For larger dolls, use same 
number of squares but increase the 
size of each square. 

For head, seam together two 
cream-colored squares, rounding 
corners and leaving an opening at 
bottom. Turn and stuff. On face, 
embroider chain-stitch eyebrows, 
blanket-stitch eyelashes,  satin- 
stitch eyes and mouth. 

For body, seam together two 
cream-colored squares, turning 
square corners and leaving center 
of one side open. Turn and stuff. 
Sew unfinished edges of head and 
body together. 

For each arm, fold one cream- 
colored square in center, stitch 
seam across one end and down side, 
turn, and stuff. For legs and shoes, 
cut bright-colored square in half; 
stitch each half to one edge of a 
cream-colored square. Fold each 
two-color piece in half lengthwise; 
stitch seam across bottom of shoe 
and up side of leg; turn and stuff. 
Sew cross-stitch of yarn on shoe 
top to represent shoe laces; tie 
yarn in bow around top of shoe. 
Sew unfinished end of each leg to 
body.

Take your choice of child’s cooky apron, mother-daughter slipper set, 
flower sachet hanger, place-mat case, baby mittens, ship place mat, 
polka-dot apron, spotted dog, laundry bag, painted sprinkling bottle, 
ash tray, napkin-glass set, or fruit jars. Then see instructions below 


For doll’s panties, put two 
bright-colored squares together. 
Stitch two of the sides at right an- 
gles to each other, stopping within 
an inch of the point on each side. 
From opposite point, measure and 
mark 1 inch down each side, and 
stitch straight across between two 
marks. This forms crotch of panty 
with opening on each side for leg. 
Turn right side out, pull onto doll, 
and tuck points inside at top. 

For dress front, sew two squares 
together; do the same for dress 
back. Sew together sides of dress 
front and back, leaving spaces for 
armholes. Sew top edges together 
about 14 inch in from each side, 
for shoulders. For sleeves, single- 
crochet once and double-crochet 
twice around each armhole, using 
a contrasting color for the last 
round. Run drawstring around 
neckline. Put dress on doll; tie 
drawstring in bow at front. Around 
each wrist tie a piece of yarn to 
match dress, if you wish. 

To make curly hair: Pull a piece of 
yarn down length of round lipstick 
case; let yarn ends extend at each 
end of case. Holding this piece of 
yarn in place, wind another length 
of yarn around lipstick case about 
15 times. Draw roll of yarn off case 
by pulling ends of yarn piece under- 
neath; tie these yarn ends together 
in knot, making plump curl. Make 
enough of these curls to cover head 
of doll, about 45; sew close to- 
gether over doll’s head. Flowers for 
doll to wear in her hair are made of 
yarn to match her dress. Make as 
you do curls, center each with a 
French knot, and tack at one side 
of doll’s head. 
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For braided hair with bangs: First 
sew solid row of yarn across fore- 
head, 1 inch deep from seam on 
top of head down the face. Then 
measure length of yarn from tip 
of one of doll’s arms, over her head, 
to tip of other arm. Using this 
length as measurement, cut strip 
of cardboard. Wind yarn around 
cardboard about 33 times; cut off 
cardboard. This will give you 66 
yarn strips. Sew down center top of 
doll’s head, placing just above 
bangs, and spreading to back of 
doll’s neck. Pull ends of yarn to 
front; sew to head at each side of 
face. Braid remaining ends, and 
tie tips with yarn to match dress. 

Doll’s hat is made by tacking 
one colored square diagonally on 
hair, with one point centered at 
top. Fasten point at each side with 
yarn flower.

Quick gifts to make 


35-inch-wide plastic material. Cut 
skirt 16 x 17 inches, strip for top 
pocket 3 x 16 inches, square for 
bottom pocket 16 x 16 inches, two 
sash strips 6 x 18 inches, two halter 
ties 3x 18 inches, and 4 ruffle strips 
21% x 36 inches. Piece ruffle strips 
together to make one strip about 
142 inches long. Cut rounding bot- 
tom corners in 16x17-inch. apron 
piece, taper toward top, and cut 
rounded bib 8 inches across. 

Fold 16-inch pocket square in 
half to make double strip 8 x 16 
inches. Lay across bottom of apron, 
folded edge up; trim pocket bot- 
tom to match curved bottom of 
apron; stitch bottom and sides of 
pocket to edge of apron. Measure 
814 inches from one side across top 
of pocket; stitch straight down. 
Measure 4 inches from this line of 
stitching, and stitch down again. 
You have 3 pocket sections to hold 
pastry board, rolling pin, and stir- 
ring spoon. 

Fold strip for top pocket in half 
crosswise to make 3x8-inch double- 
thickness piece. Seam two long 
edges and turn right side out. 
Place strip across apron top, with 
top edge of strip 2'% inches from 
top apron edge. Stitch ends and 
bottom of pocket to apron. Stitch 
down center of pocket to make two 
sections for cooky cutters 

Pleat an end of each sash strip, 
and tack at each side of apron on 
wrong side, about 12 inches from 
apron’s bottom. Pleat halter ends, 
and tack on each side of apron’s 
top edge. 

Gather ruffle strip 14 inch from 
one edge. Stitch along line of gath- 
ers to right-side edge of apron. 


Mother-daughter slippers. One- 
half yard 36-inch-wide felt makes 
both slipper-envelope sets. Buy in- 
ner soles at novelty store; if you 
cannot get small enough soles for 
little-girl slippers, cut a larger pair 
down to correct size. Using inner 
soles as patterns, cut each four 
times from felt, allowing '4 inch 
extra all around for stitching. Put 
each inner sole between two felt 
soles; stitch together around edge. 

Cut fan-shaped pieces for tops 
of slippers. For larger pair, cut 
two pieces 5 inches long, 7 inches 
wide across back end, and 314 
inches across toe end. For smaller 
slippers, cut two pieces 2! inches 
long, 414 inches across back, and 
2 inches across toe. Featherstitch 
yarn initials on these pieces; trim 
with sequins. Stitch sides of these 
pieces to soles. 

For large envelope to hold 
mother’s slippers, cut felt rectangle 
11 x 13 inches. Measure 3 inches 
down each 13-inch edge, and mark 
with a pin. Turn opposite 11-inch 
edge up to meet pins; this makes a 
5-inch-deep pocket. Stitch around 
edges. Press top flap down. Fin- 
ished case measures 5 x 11 inches. 

For small envelope to hold 
daughter’s slippers, cut felt piece 
6x 9 inches. Turn a 3!4-inch-deep 
pocket up to within 2! inches of 
top; stitch; press flap down.

Baby mittens. One-sixth yard 35- 
inch pink or blue felt, and a 2-inch 
strip of white felt 35 inches wide, 
will make two pairs of mittens. 

Sketch mitten pattern on wrap- 
ping paper. Draw around baby’s 
hand, sketching a flare at wrist. Or 
measure 334x424-inch rectangle, 
and sketch within it the mitten 
shape—334 inches wide across cen- 
ter of mitten including thumb, and 
across mitten top. 

Cut mitten shape four times from 
pink or blue felt. With pinking 
shears, cut four strips of white felt 
114 x 3% inches. Tack white felt 
strip across top of each mitten 
piece. Stitch mitten fronts and 
backs together 4 inch from edge. 
Sew two small bells on top right 
corner of each mitten. 


Ship place mat. Start with medi- 
um-blue linen rectangle 1244 x 
1514 inches. Turn 14-inch hem all 
around. From dark-blue linen, cut 
boat shape; appliqué onto right 
corner of mat, leaving center top 
open. Turn a rolled hem in 10- 
inch white linen square; fold in 
triangle to represent sail, and tuck 
into boat pocket. Outline-stitch 
the second sail with white and 
dark-blue embroidery thread, and 
top it with an appliquéd red flag. 
Outline-stitch in white the waves 
and sea gulls; hem mat. 


Polka-dot apron. Huge circles 
painted on apron are as gay as 
Christmas bulbs or circus balloons.

M... a handy man who doesn’t hesitate to paint a 
wall or build a bookshelf stops short when confronted 
with the problem of installing cabinets in his kitchen.

base cabinets are merely pushed into place, leveled, and 
bolted together. ;

He had the help of one friend, also without previous ex- 
perience with this job. Mr. Moulton estimates that he 
saved a minimum of $100 in professional labor costs by 
doing the work on his own. 

The step-by-step photographs show just how simple the 
job turned out to be. Mr. Moulton was so encouraged 
that he also laid the asphalt tile and enameled the walls.

At 
first you can’t understand what’s 
the matter. You may make mistakes 
because of your ignorance. Well, 
here’s how it may be when your 
turn comes. 

You’ve always had confidence 
in your luck and figured nothing 
would ever change it. A year or two 
ago, you found the kind of oppor- 
tunity you always wanted.

It leaves you tense all over—not 
only the sore muscles and blisters 
but the way you feel burned up, 
getting beaten in games you used to 
be good at. 

What’s more, you realize you’re 
not the man you used to be sex- 
ually, and Grace isn’t as respon- 
sive either. And you worry about 
your health. One night, you wake 
up in a sweat, with your heart 
pounding. Are you going to be one 
of these fellows who pop off in their 
forties with a heart attack? Your 
stomach bothers you a little, and 
also your hemorrhoids—a lot. You 
wonder if it might be cancer, one 
place or another. 


, ae even wonder if you are all 
right mentally. The question first 
crossed your mind after you talked 
with the agent about your life in- 
surance program. You got to 
thinking about death—your death 

—and couldn’t get it out of your 
mind. You don’t seem to be get- 
ting any fun out of life, and here it 
is half over—maybe more than 
half—they say the average man 
only lives to be 65. What have you 
to look forward to? More of the 
same? 

All at once you feel tired all 
over—tired and old. 

“So many of the people I see 
complain of being tired,” says Dr. 
Walter C. Alvarez, of the Mayo 
Clinic. “‘A businessman will say, 
‘I used to go at my work with joy 
and energy, but now I have to 
drive myself.’ ” 

More often than not, the doctor 
can find nothing organically wrong 
with you. Or he may uncover a 
minor defect or two which he 
knows are not enough to account 
for the way you feel, even though 
you insist on blaming your con- 


stipation, your sinuses, your teeth, 
or that old football injury for alli 
your troubles. The doctor reas- 
sures you on all counts, gives you 
some vitamins and a sedative, and 
suggests that you take things easier 
and get a real vacation this year. 
But he does not say how! 


Aceaalty there’s no great mys- 
tery about middle-age fatigue. 
Perhaps, if you are inclined to re- 
gard the truths you've heard be- 
fore as old-hat, you won't care for 
the remedy. Certainly it produces 
no magical rabbits of rejuvenation. 

For example, the treatment’s 
first priority goes to rest and relaxa- 
tion. This is simply a matter of 
good bookkeeping, of balancing | 
rest against work. An older man 
lacks the great energy reserve, or 
second wind, that a young fellow 
can draw on. 

“Second wind,” says Doctor 
Stieglitz, “is essentially a phenom- 
enon of credit in which the body 
uses energy it does not have, with

Scientific experiments have dem- 
onstrated that long-continued work 
results in increased mistakes and 
decreased production, whereas the 
output is actually greater with rea- 
sonable working hours broken by 
morning, noon, and afternoon rest 
periods.

Must you slow up 


The same idea applies to vaca- 
tions. You figure that you can’t 
spare the time for a real vacation 
so you take none at all. You are 
doubly in error. Doctors say that 
several three- or four-day vaca- 
tions scattered through the year 
keep you in better working shape 
than does a single two-week leave. 
It is the work done after you're 
already tired that brings about a 
nervous breakdown, observes Doc- 
tor Alvarez. 


‘Tis essence of the first rule for 
middle-age happiness, then, is to 
Start conserving your energy. The pen- 
alty for continuing to go all out 
may be much worse than just the 
time and money lost in a compul- 
sory rest cure. High blood pressure, 
remarks Doctor Stieglitz, is ““char- 
acteristically a disease of those 
whose energy, productive imagin- 
ation, and sense of responsibility 
make them most valued citizens. 
It is one of our greatest killers.” 

The next item in Mr. Execu- 
tive’s prescription wasn’t very 
spectacular either. It was mild, reg- 
ular exercise! Still, here’s what Dr. 
C. Ward Crampton, chairman of 
the New York County Medical 
Society’s Sub-Committee on Geri- 
atrics (the study of old age), says: 
“At least two million American 
men are going bad for lack of exer- 
cise. Too many of them, after 40, 
slip into a ‘vegetable state.’ ” 


Naturally, the exercise has to be 
tailored to meet your own needs. 
You can’t become a competitive 
player after a 10- or 15-year layoff. 
‘Most important, play for laughs,” 
cautions Dr. Donald B. Thorburn, 
a member of the New York Board 
of Medical Examiners. ‘‘After 40, 
you're old enough that it doesn’t 
matter whether you win or lose. 
And don’t overdo. If you feel 
tired, it’s time to stop.” 

The second rule, in other words, 
is to learn to play as well as work. 
Strangely enough, it is something. 
which is difficult to learn if you are 
a serious man and have the habit 
of driving yourself. You complain 
that sports take so much time from 
business, overlooking that in the 
long run they keep you in shape to 
go on working. Best of all, perhaps, 
is the fact that physical activity 
gives you mental release from your 
home and office problems. 


The biggest source of middle- 
age fatigue is, of course, mental, 
most doctors agree. One cause of 
mental fatigue and even at times 
physical sickness is boredom, a loss 
of interest resulting from tasks 
which you dislike, from loss of pur- 
pose, or from too much specializa- 
tion along one narrow line. The 
only cure for boredom is to get 
yourself some new interests that 
create new goals. In addition to 
your job and family, you need a

It is 
generally accepted among doctors 
that broad, multiple interests are 
good insurance against your crack- 
ing up under stress. 

When a mental locomotive jumps 
the track, it’s often because the 
engineer can’t find the right solu- 
tion for a mental conflict. Conflict 
in itself is neither good nor bad. It 
may disturb our peace and fray 
our nerves, but it also stimulates us 
to compete and to achieve. 

But unresolved conflict is the greatest 
cause of mental fatigue, whether 
it involves boredom, domestic 
clashes, your resistance to the re- 
sponsibilities you carry, or your de- 
sire for unattainable goals. In a 
sexual conflict, there is bound to be 
trouble when youthful ideas run 
into middle-age limitations. 


I, is now fairly well agreed that 
men, like women, go through a sort 
of change of life, though it is by no 
means as clearly marked. There is 
dispute among doctors as to when 
it occurs. Some say the male cli- 
macteric arrives at 55 to 60. Dr. 
Havelock Ellis, the English sex 
psychologist, puts it between 35 
and 40. That is the period, another 
authority reports, when most men 
seek some sort of relief from fail- 
ing sexual powers. 

While there is unquestionably 
some decrease in the sex drive in 
middle age—all claims to the con- 
trary—other factors complicate the 
picture. Fear of becoming impo- 
tent, for instance, increases the 
chance of being so. One doctor ad- 
vises young wives that their hus- 
bands may lose sex interest for 
several months following a change 
in jobsor when under any prolonged 
tension connected with their work. 
Some years ago, Doctor Stieglitz 
surveyed the University of Chicago 
faculty and found that 80 percent 
of the children born to professors’ 
wives were conceived during sum- 
mer vacations when the fathers 
were more relaxed. 


la 
The third, most important, and 
most difficult rule is to see yourself 
as others see you, and convince 
yourself that you have to act your age. 
If you insist on proving you aren’t 
growing old, you are simply deny? 
ing the facts of life. 

For all us us, middle age should 
be a time for stock-taking. Often, 
the inventory turns out much bet- 
ter than you would expect. In the 
first place, a decline in your physi- 
cal and sexual energy gives you a 
better opportunity to use your in- 
tellectual powers without distrac- 
tion. The purposeful, freewheeling 
human mind is virtually tireless. 
Tests have proved this. 

Youth is the age for trial and 
error, experimentation and prep- 
aration. In middle age, you should 
have the experience and judgment 
to make your efforts count. It is the 
time for solid achievement. 

A study of the masterworks pro- 
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duced by leaders in various fields 
showed that few of them were boy 
wonders. Most hit their peak in 
their late forties and fifties. Forty- 
four seemed to be the big year for 
inventors; but military leaders, 
novelists, and explorers were at 
their best from 46 to 48, and artists, 
clergymen, physicians, statesmen, 
and mathematicians found their 
top stride between 50 and 54. 
Even humorists were not at their 
funniest until 56. Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Oliver Wendell Holmes, Thom- 
as Edison, and Elihu Root all dis- 
played brilliant mental powers in 
their 80’s and 90's. 


Fenduiaie: when we first be- 
come aware of aging, we are enter- 
ing a period—the latter half of life 

in which we age the least. “About 
99 percent of our capacities for 
growth and development are spent 
before we are born,” says Doctor 
Stieglitz. The other 1 percent is 
used up in our youth. Actually, we 
grow old much more slowly than we 
grow up. This is reflected in the 
statistical fact that the older you 
grow, the longer you can expect to 
live—within certain limits. The 
average man, witha life expectancy 
of 65 years at birth, is not a man 
with only 25 years left when he 
reaches 40. He has outlived the 
risk of dying in infancy or youth, 
and has an actuarial promise of 
about 31 more years. At 50, he 
still has almost 23, and at 60, more 
than 15 years left. 


= may have that old, tired 
feeling now, but medical authori- 
ties observe that chronic fatigue is 
mainly a disease of early maturity 
and the middle years. Many who 
suffer from it feel increasingly bet- 
ter as they grow older. They quit 
straining so hard, learn to live 
within their means and enjoy 
creature comforts more. 

Once he learns the tricks of sav- 
ing himself, a wise, old man can 
run mental circles around the 
young and foolish one. But he 
can’t beat the whippersnapper at 
his own game, as much as he'd like 
to try it

Poorly matched corner joints can be trued up with the gluing jig. 
Lay two side pieces in place, ends tightly butted, and hold them 
with wedges. Then saw through the joint as pictured. Even if this 
saw cut is not made at an exact 45-degree angle, the mitered 
faces of the two pieces, fitted with single cut, will match perfectly 


Prepare frame for finishing, 
after glued joints have set, 
by scraping off excess glue 
and smoothing joints with 
a medium-grit sandpaper. 
Look for pits or nicks, and 
fill with wood dough or 
water-mixed putty. Do the 
same with joint cracks; 
and when filler is dry, sand 
frame carefully with fine 
sandpaper or steel wool 





Satiny finish results if you 
apply repeated coats of 
flat white paint, smoothing 
each coat with fine sand- 
paper or steel wool. Paint 
can be colored with ground 
oil colors. As undercoating 
for gilded or colored frames, 
artisans lay on coat after 
coat of a glue-whiting-oil 
compound, rubbed smooth 


Buy glass already cut to the 
size you will need. Grade 
B, single strength, will do 
for all but the largest pic- 
tures, which need double- 
strength glass. Lay glass in 
frame, then picture, backed 
up with cardboard of the 
right thickness to fill flush 
with back of frame. To 
dustproof, use a masking 
or cellulose tape as shown 


Complete your framing job 
by getting the picture 
ready to hang. Attach two 
small screw eyes above the 
center on each side of the 
frame back, with fine pic- 
ture wire or strong cord tied 
loosely to support picture 
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Cheap and easy for child's room is this type of frame. Nursery-rhyme 
prints are lined up in a frame cut from a 4x8 sheet of half-inch in- 
sulation board. A very thin, razor-type blade was used to make cuts 
Disadvantages: No glass covers the pictures, and edges get dusty 


Series of pictures can be held in long, rabbeted wood strips fastened 
directly to the wall with screws. Be certain the strips are perfectly 
parallel before you attach them. The pictures are slipped into place 
and held fast either by pieces of glass or heavy cardboard mountings 
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Greater corner strength and 
a more precise fit result if 
you take time to make 
splined joints. Slot for the 
spline can be cut, as pic- 
tured, with a wide-toothed 
compass saw. Sidepieces 
must be clamped tightly 
in their finished position 


Corner spline may be cut to 
the precise triangular shape 
needed to fit in the corner 
slot (A). Or it may be 
glued into place first with- 
out the fitting (B), to be 
sawed off when glue sets

How to use a power jointer 


base, which is in the shape of a low, wide triangle. The 
sides of this triangle are machined on special ways on 
which the front and sometimes the rear tables can slide 
high or low for various cuts. 

Unless the rear table is stationary, it is set and locked 
at the same level as the blades just ahead of it for ordi- 
nary edge planing. The front table is cranked into a posi- 
tion as much lower than the blades as the thickness of 
wood to be planed from the board. A scale is provided to 
indicate depth of cut. 

There is a fence against which the board is held to 
guide it over the knives. This fence, higher than those on 
circular saws to prevent side tipping of a wide board, 
clamps in a vertical position for most planing. It can be 
tilted 45 degrees inward or outward on most jointers. It 
will also slide sideways to narrow the exposed amount of 
the knives’ cutting edges. 

For safety, every jointer has a flat guard which covers 
the blades except for that part engaging the wood. 

The price of a home-size jointer can be as low as $40, 
or travel on up to $125, not including the motor. 


To cut a simple taper, lower the front table the amount of the completed 
taper, minus a slight amount for the cleanup cut. Start the jointer, 
lower the leading corner of the board so it just touches rear table, 
and feed the board through. Once this initial cut is made, line up front 
and rear tables and feed board over the knives, the same as you would 
in smoothing any board edge, until cut has been made to marked line 


To cut a long taper, where the board is longer than the front table, mark 
the board into equal lengths, each shorter than the front table. If the 
board is halved, set the front table for only half of the total taper, and 
make the first pass from the middle to the end nearest you, the second 
pass from the leading corner. If the board is divided into thirds, as pic- 
tured, make one-third of the total cut on each pass, beginning with the 
nearest third and progressing one-third at each pass to complete job. 
Tapers like the one shown are often desirable when you build furniture. 
Cutting on a jointer eliminates much tedious work with your hand plane 
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Adjust jointer by first setting rear table at exact height of knives’ 
highest reach. To check, revolve cutterhead by hand; knife-edges 
should barely clear straightedge. Then lock rear table (sometimes 
stationary). Too-low setting gouges end of cut; too-high cuts taper. 
Second, crank front table level with rear, and set depth-gauge pointer 
at zero. Third, use square to lock fence at right angle; then set gauge 


Hone knives in normal position for accurate adjustment. Wrap oilstone 
in paper so it won't scratch table. Crank front table down until stone 
lies flat on beveled side of knife. Clamp cutter rigidly; then stroke stone 
straight along knife-edge. Repeat until cutters are keen and equal 


When the knives need grinding, take them to a professional and let him 
do the job. To reset each knife at the right height, use a strong magnet 
or a straightedge; then lock the knife tightly in the cutterhead. Make 
sure all three of the knives project exactly the same distance from core. 
Sometimes core and blades can be removed in one unit for resharpening

There are a lot of wastebaskets in a 12-room house, and it’s Raymond's 
week to empty them. Angela, Richard, and Anne Marie have chores too 


How she worked these miracles 
is worthy of study. And how Julius 
A. Burger, penniless graduate of 
medical college, married her, then 
supported her and 14 children, is a 
revitalizing of the American leg- 
end. She had no servant until a 
few years ago, and even now has 
only part-time help. The Doctor 
had no well-heeled sponsor, no 
elder physician to turn over a lu- 
crative practice to him. Indeed, the 
Burgers deliberately chose to set up 
office as strangers in the packing- 
house district of Kansas City, 
where most of his patients were 
bound to be of limited means. But 
this humble approach to married 
life may well be their most priceless 
asset. 


The couple met at St. Louis 
City Hospital, where she was a 
student nurse and he was an in- 
tern. When they decided to marry, 
their assets totaled a few changes 
of clothing, a few borrowed dollars, 
a Christian faith, and a terrific in- 
love feeling. The Doctor rented a 
tiny apartment and office and hung 
out a hand-painted shingle. Sure 
enough, some brave but suffering 
soul dropped in. The doctor 
swabbed a sore throat, wrote a 
prescription, asked for a two-dollar 
fee—and got it! It meant more 
than a radio jack pot would mean 
today. 

Since then, things have never 
been easy for the Burgers, but 
“something” always happened to 
help them over troubles. Each 
time another little Burger put in an 
appearance, the Doctor would con- 
fess, “I don’t know where the 
money will come from.”

S. your prayers and go on to 
bed,” his wife would say. ‘““Tomor- 
row you will see the way.” 

It was as simple as that. Prayer 
and patience—these are the com- 
ponents of faith for the Burgers. 
Even when their needs were most 
acute, they studiously avoided that 
which we call worry. Mrs. Burger 


does literally everything about the 
household and, as if that isn’t 
enough, helps the Doctor in his 
office, a part of their 12-room 
house, with its own entrance. 
Even now, with the varied and de- 
manding practice of a general 
practitioner in a_ working-class 
neighborhood, he has no other 
nurse. Many of his patients can’t 
afford to pay him anything at all. 
His hours are grueling. Besides his 
regular practice, he is the anesthe- 
tist at nearby St. Margaret’s hos- 
pital, and visits patients there every 
night after supper. But for his 
nerveless, Germanic physique, he 
probably could not stand such a 
routine. He had been reared on an 
Ohio farm where hard work was 
not only a routine but a duty. He 
had known privations before mar- 
riage. Both he and Mrs. Burger 
had learned to face responsibilities 
instead of trying to escape them. 
Young couples today must get the 
necessary faith and courage on 
their own, the Burgers hold. The 
Burgers believe that Christianity is 
the only source. 


As of Christmas, 1949, then, the 
Burger family consists of Doctor 
and Mrs. Burger, Mary Louise 
(Sister Ann Catherine) who is 28; 
Robert, 27; Paul Benedict, 24; 
Ruth Marie (Sister Julius Marie), 
23; Joseph, 21; Margaret (Sister 
Rose Helen), 20; Joan (Sister 
Elizabeth Marie), 18; Charles, 17; 
Raymond, 15; Carol, 14; Richard, 
11; Anne Marie, 10; Angela, 9; 
and Francis, 8. Three of the Sisters 
are teaching in parochial schools in 
Kansas. Robert is a priest at 
Topeka. Sister Elizabeth Marie is 
studying at Mount Saint Mary’s 
Convent in Wichita. Paul Bene- 
dict, first of the family to produce 
a grandchild, is a medical student 
at St. Louis University. Joseph 
works for the Rock Island Lines in 
Kansas City. The younger children 
are at home and attend parochial 
school. 

On a recent Monday I was an 
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unexpected guest of the family at 
lunch. The youngsters, trooping in 
from school, were radiant but 
singularly quiet-mannered. It was 
apparent that they had _ been 
taught an old-time respect for 
grownups and strangers, and that 
any show-off among them would 
get his ears pinned back. Yet when 
I asked thern questions, between 
bites at the table, each answered 
promptly and politely. Their sheer 
physical beauty was striking. This 
is evident, too, in all the big broth- 
ers and sisters. Unquestionably it 
stems from abundant physical and 
emotional health.

iw have you managed that?” 
I begged of the parents, ‘‘You tell 
me you have had no deaths and 
but few critical illnesses.

(I had already verified 
this through the neighbors.) It is 
the one accomplishment that the 
rest of us parents in America envy 
you for the most. What is your 
secret?” 

Doctor and Mrs. Burger gave no 
pat answer. They looked long at 
each other, and at me, before she 
spoke. “‘Devotion,”’ she answered. 
“That’s our only secret.” 

She explained that she meant a 
devotion not only to God, but de- 
voted, active, consciously nourished 
love of one member of the family 
for another. Then it matters not if 
there are 2 children or 20. Most of 
us think of love in an offhand man- 
ner. We realize its importance, but 
we actually do little to nourish it. 
We lavish more thought and real 
care on our rosebushes, house 
plants, fishing equipment, or the 
car. Our children just grow. The 
Burgers deliberately put theirs 
first! They schooled themselves, 
then their children, to show their 
love by words and actions. This 
has been their formula for avoid 
ing tenseness, irritations, bitter- 


ness, disappointments, and the 
common complaint about too 
little time. All this hasn’t required 
mushy sentimentality. It has re- 
quired show-how by the parents, 
corrections, a willingness to apolo- 
gize and make amends. 


I saw one manifestation of this 
late last January. The long dining- 
room table was still completely 
taken up by the Christmas electric 
train, toy stations, tunnels, and 
signals. Meals were eaten in the 
rumpus room. I asked about this. 

“A home is to live in,” the 
Doctor said flatly. 

“We don’t want a house where 
furniture and decorations are too 
‘correct,’ his wife added, ‘‘or 
where our children are afraid to 
be themselves. That train has been 
a thrill for all of us.” 

The Doctor repaired a switch. 


Carol, 14, put a small doll in one of 


the cars for little Angela. Richard 
pushed a toy truck up to a station 
and began unloading freight. Im- 
agination was rampant in this big 
room, which now seemed awake 
with Burgers. 

In the living room, later, I 
asked the parents, ““How do you 
spread your love over all 14?” 


The mother chided me gently. 
“Anyone can answer that. The 
more love you give, the more love 
there is in you for giving.” 

“And have you ‘and the Doctor 
favorites among the 14?” 

‘At times,”’ she confessed. “We 
are human. We respond to pleasant 
personalities. And, I suppose, to 
flattery, even from our own. When 
one of them misbehaves, we nat- 
urally get mad. When one is better 
than usual, we respond. But our 
favoritism never lasts long. We 
catch ourselves, and correct it. Or 
the other kids catch us and bring 
things to a showdown.” 

The Doctor chuckled. “Once I

Mom Burger, however, can get 
enough of anything now and then.

hear from me. I used to try to help 
each one at his piano practice. Now 
I don’t. Each works it out with the 
volunteered help of older ones, if 
needed. This seems to develop 
thoughtfulness in all of them.” 


The Burger children stick to- 
gether sentimentally and physical- 
ly. For years it has been considered 
unhealthy in the Armourdale dis- 
trict of Kansas City to jump on one 
of the Burger kids; an avalanche of 
fists, feminine and masculine alike, 
can overwhelm you. Mom and Pop 
have heard little about this—I got 
it from the neighbors—which it- 
self is proof of family astuteness. as 
well as love. But they do know 
there has been some scrapping. If 
a Burger kid tangles with a neigh- 
bor, neither Burger parent butts 
in. Never do they go to the other 
children’s parents to complain or 
even to discuss it. “Just don’t get 
in it at all,” Mrs. Burger advises. 
“Don’t let your youngsters fight if 
you can help it, but certainly don’t 
stoop to quarreling about them 
with the neighbors. A poke on the 
nose from a playmate can be very 
educational. It can develop a re- 
spect for other people’s toys, for in- 
stance.”’ When a youngster shows 
a tendency to be too quarrelsome, 
rest and a build-up of diet usually 
correct it, she finds. 

Like children everywhere, each 
young Burger passes through a 
stage when he wants the moon. Be- 
fore that, he may have actually 
preferred to play with pans and 
lids from the kitchen. 


As long as he does, Mom is will- 
ing to pick them up. But when he 
gets an expensive toy, barely uses 
it, then starts begging for another, 
Dad or Mom will escort him about 
town a little, pointing out that 
many children have no toys at all 
and even lack clothing and food. 
Young Carol was the last to learn 
that lesson. The effect of it was to 
open a hidden treasury of generos- 
ity in her; she began making candy 
and other gifts, on her own, to take 
to less fortunate ones. Doctor and 
Mrs. Burger both hold that a mid- 
dle ground between permissiveness 
and strictness is best for children, 
regardless of your financial circum- 
stances. Too little can make a 
child’s life stark, surely; but too 
much can make it soft and selfish. 
This applies to pleasures such as 
picture shows, dances, parties, and 
pretty clothes, as well as to toys. 

It applies also to allowances. 
Children should have regular 
money of their own when they 
reach the age of reasoning, which 
the Burgers believe is around 12. 
For several years the little Burgers 
got no allowances. The Doctor 
would simply give money to each 
child as it was requested and ap- 
proved. ‘‘He always accompanied 
it with a lecture on thrift,” says 
his wife. 

That plan was not a success. It 
was forced on the family by eco- 
nomic necessity at first, but later, as 
the Doctor’s practice and prestige 
grew, his income grew also. The

There has always been too 
big a demand for their energies at 
home.

It was mandatory, for 17 years 
or so, that the Burgers be frugal. 
Too many middle-class families 
aren’t, they observe, and most suf- 
fer because of it. Doctor and Mrs. 
Burger “‘live for the family.”’ They 
attend the theater only once or 
twice a month, and they have no 
interest whatsoever in night life. 
They go to quite a few social func- 
tions at St. Thomas’ Church, just 
down the street, even help manage 
them. But life in the Burger home is 
a house party any time. The fun- 
in-the-home pattern was pleasant 
even when there were but three, 
four, and five or so children. Many 
neighbors come in, _ especially 
neighbor children, and _school- 
mates; Mother Burger never knows 
just how many will be for supper, 
nor cares much. 


Ana what of that age-old prob- 
lem—the family budget? 

Ihe Burgers solved it simply by 
tossing it out! The Doctor has 
“just paid” the bills when they 
came in, or as soon thereafter as 
he could. Neither he nor his wife 
especially recommend their sys- 
tem. In theory anyway, a carefully 
worked-out budget is ideal, they 
admit. “‘At times I have yearned 
for one,” Mrs. Burger confesses. 
“Yet it would be a nuisance. You 
just can’t reduce family love down 
to arithmetic.” This feeling held 
even when it was necessary for the 
Doctor and his young nurse-wife 
to borrow money at the start of 
married life. In those early years, 
she made all the children’s cloth- 
ing, even their winter coats. Now 
she doesn’t make many garments, 
but the mending keeps her busy. 
She does do a lot of sewing for the 
Sisters, now that they’re teaching. 

With seven daughters and seven 
sons, almost every conceivable 
situtation has been faced in this 
family. Sickness? Doctor has re- 
moved tonsils in wholesale lots;

Join in seam front and back of 
bag, right sides facing; turn right 
side out through zipper opening. 
At center of top, measure 214 
inches down, and snip a hole large 
enough for handle of hanger to 
slip through. Finish with button- 
hole stitches. Insert handle of hang- 
er into hole; fold top flap of mate- 
rial down over hanger’s crosspiece; 
sew snaps at each corner of flap 
and at corresponding spots on bag. 


Sprinkling bottle. Buy a sprinkler 
cork top at novelty store; find 
vinegar or soft-drink bottle that 
the sprinkler top will fit. Paint sim- 
ple repeat pattern around bottle, 
using fairly wide square-end poster 
brush and waterproof paint. A 
gift for a few cents! For our design, 
make 6 red dots at even intervals 
around bottle where it starts to 
curve toward neck. Make 6 similar 
dots 4 inch from bottom, spac- 
ing evenly halfway between dots 
around top. Then with a brushful 
of red paint, connect lower dots 
with upper dots in long, scalloped 
lines, making deep zigzags around 
the bottle. With a brushful of white 
paint, draw parallel lines 14 inch 
below red lines. Then paint an- 
other set of red lines 14 inch inside 
white lines, and join at bottoms to 
make triangles. Paint a smaller 
white triangle inside each red one. 
Around curve of bottle, paint in- 
verted white triangles in spaces be- 
tween pyramids. Center with red 
triangles. Finish by painting white 
lines 44 inch from bottom and 
around neck. Bake in moderate 


oven 15 to 20 minutes; add sprin- 
kler top. 


Napkin-glass set. Inexpensive 
undecorated glasses and plain 
white napkins can be transformed 
into an individual gift set, by paint- 
ing a simple design on them. 

Cut 9-inch white squares, pull 
threads around edges to make 
fringe. Cut out stencil; apply de- 
sign to napkins with washable tex- 
tile paint. Directions in paint kit 
will tell you how to do stenciling. 

Fasten design to inside of glass 
with cellulose tape, and use it for 
guide in painting design on outside 
of glass. Use waterproof paint. Here 
we've used a streamlined “Merry 
Christmas” as our design. 


Ash tray. Buy nest of plain, clear 
ash trays. Fasten design on bottom 
of each ash tray, facing up, with 
cellulose tape. Copy design on top 
with soap-and-waterproof paint. 
When paint is dry, remove pattern 
from bottom, and place dish in 
moderate oven 15 minutes to set 
paint. To duplicate our design, 
make a circle on tracing paper the 
size of the bottom of the ash tray, 
using a compass or drawing around 
a glass. Divide circle into eight seg- 
ments. Draw four pairs of symmet- 
rical leaves along four radii, and 
draw flowers at ends of remaining 
radii.

WILL YOUR CHILD BE 


SCARED 


or SURGERY? 


By Marry B. Logan 


Wines would you do if your youngster had to have an 
operation? Chances are, you’ve never thought about it. 
Most parents have an it-can’t-happen-to-my-Johnny atti- 
tude. When it does, they go to pieces. 

Vet it's the rare child that doesn’t face surgery in some form 
before adolescence. 

Last year, for example, one New Yorker out of every 
seven went to the hospital, nearly half of them for surgery. 
And one patient out of every four is a child. 

Surgery may be necessary someday for your boy or girl. 
The odds are that it won't be an emergency, and that it 
won't be too dangerous. The critical element will not be the 
operation itself but your reactions to it. Good or bad, they'll 
have a tremendous influence on your youngster. 

Too many parents, when their children face surgery and 
want to know what lies ahead, answer with evasions or with 
untruths. 

Johnny, who needed his tonsils out, balked at the hospital 
“Don’t be silly!” his mother said. ‘‘We’re going in 
here to meet Granny-and have lunch with her.’’ Susan’s 
mother said they were “going to visit Santa Claus.” 
Jimmy’s father brought along a sled to convince him they 
were going sliding. 

Why do parents invent such incredible subterfuges? “I 
don’t want Bobby to be scared,” one mother explained. 
Another ‘‘wanted to spare Jodee any pain.” A father 
alibied, ‘It will make things easier for the hospital.” 

On the contrary!

He's what Dr. William S. Langford, child psychiatrist 
at the Babies Hospital of the Columbia Presbyterian Medi- 
cal Center in New York, has to say: “‘Such parents are only 
trying to save themselves pain and trouble. They do not 
realize the far-reaching consequences of their omissions or 
evasions. It isn’t the shock of surgery, most often painless, 
but the preceding events which may have terrible and lasting 
emotional impacts on children!” 

Because their parents don’t prepare them properly for 


operations, some children revert to bed-wetting and un- 
controlled bowel movements. Others show resentment to- 
ward their parents or throw a tantrum every time father or 
mother moves out of their sight. Some have nightmares, 
display spite, or are rebellious. Some become afraid of the 
dark, of strange places, or of people. Not a few become 
chronic invalids. 

All right, you say, what can I do to make the whole thing 
as easy and natural as possible for my youngster? Doctor 
Langford and the other doctors at Babies Hospital offer this 
formula: Aecep calm. Prepare yourself and your young patient. 
Here’s what they say it takes. 


Truthfulness. Don’t lie! If your youngster can’t believe 


you, whom can he believe? Doctors and nurses he may 


never have seen before? 

Joan’s mother left her with the nurse, saying, “Be a good 
girl, and I'll be right back.’’ When her mother didn’t re- 
turn, Joan thought she was being punished for being bad, 
started crying. Sedatives quieted her before the tonsillecto- 
my, but afterward she cried even harder, and her throat 
bled seriously from the strain. 

In contrast, Ronny, when told what to expect, endured a 
major operation on his intestines without a whimper. 

The first thing most children want to know after an opera- 
tion is when they can go home. Tell them, if you know. But 
not infrequently, children will run temperatures or develop 
other unfavorable symptoms, and be kept for further ex- 
aminations. Explain this when it happens; children can 
understand that their health is involved and must be safe- 
guarded. 


Self-control. Be calm. Most children would make good 
patients if their folks would let them. Children don’t attach 
too much importance to surgery, even after they have been 
through it. And they are inclined to be stoical about leaving 
their parents. When children are hard to separate from 
their parents, it’s usually the parents’ fault. 

While many parents rise to the responsibilities brought 
by a sick child, others seem unable to control themselves, 
let alone their youngsters. They are the parents who stay 
and worry, insisting that “Charles needs [ Turn to page 148

j ; can you summon self-con- 
trol so you won’t upset your boy or 
girl? Strangely enough, the impor- 
tant thing to a youngster is not 
what you think—but how you act. 
The impression of calmness is in 
itself calming. What you do, of 
course, is influenced by what you 
know. So try to learn what is ex- 
pected of you and your young 
patient before he goes to the hos- 
pital. Knowledge banishes fear 
and is a prop against hysteria. 
Children, like grownups, are never 
so scared as when they face the un- 
known. 

Strive to be objective, realistic. 
Maintain your poise in front of 
your boy or girl. Never be obvious- 
ly excited or distraught. If you 
have to cry—go out in the hall. 
Conversely, don’t be upset when 
children cry. It’s a release from 
their anxieties. 


Preparation. How do you prepare 
a child mentally for an operation? 
What and how much can you 
safely tell him? When should you 
do it? 

As a general rule, tell a child 
only as much as he can understand; 
and tell it only a few hours before 
he goes to the hospital. 

Obviously, you can’t explain 
anything to an infant and not 
much to a very young child. About 
the best you can do for the latter is 
to point out what’s wrong and say, 
“Let’s go get it fixed.’ Infants are 
tougher than adults insofar as 
surgery is concerned. Children 
under 2 rarely suffer emotional 
disturbances after an operation, 
even though they may have been 
badly frightened before. 


The real hazard is to children 
over 2. The less they are prepared 
for an operation, the more suscep- 
tible they are to serious emotional 
disturbances. The technique of 
explaining to them is fundamental- 
ly the same as with younger chil- 
dren, but you can give them more 
details. 

Tell an older youngster he is 
going to the hospital, but not until 
the day before he is scheduled to 
go. Emphasize the benefits—what 
will be fixed, and the good that 
will come of it. Instruct him in the 
hospital routine. He will worry a 
bit, but not too much. Henry was 
reconciled to a series of operations 
on his clubfoot as soon as he was 
positive it could be straightened. 
He was thrilled to find out that he 
would be able to play footabll. 

The older a child is, the more 
questions he will ask. Answer them 
without evasion, but don’t offer 


Will your child be 


too much extraneous information. 
Let the extent of the question be 
your guide. 

Don’t mention gory details. 
Speak of the pleasant aspects of 
hospitalization—recreation rooms, 
the hobby crafts that are permit- 
ted, the movies that many hospi- 
tals give on weekends. 

Use exact, correct terminology 
—but not words that frighten. 
Children relish the sound of 
mouth-fillers like appendectomy, 
although they may not have the 
vaguest idea of what it means. 
And it’s less frightening when you 
say “incision” instead of “cut.” 

Tell children they won’t feel the 
incision because they will be 
asleep and won’t know about it. 
After they wake up, they may hurt 
a little; but their injury will have 
been fixed. Don’t be dishonest 
about pain. Children often can 
endure pain without much protest 
if they know why they must do so 
and if you remain calm yourself. 
On the other hand, pain they do 
not expect may invite mental 
shock. Laurie’s mother told her 
the operation wouldn’t hurt. It 
didn’t—but there was afterpain 
her mother failed to mention. Now 
Laurie doesn’t believe anything her 
mother says. P 


Dicctors disagree on whether or 
not you should describe the journey 
to the operating room. In the past, 
it was a source of terror to thou- 
sands of children. So, also, was the 
waiting outside the operating room 
with the bustling about of white- 
clad figures, the sharp, unfamiliar 
smells. 

Today it is customary to give a 
child a sedative before he goes to 
the operating room. If for any 
reason your youngster will not be 
given a sedative before the stretch- 
er trip, tell him what the trip will 
be like. 


Anesthesia. Most adults regard 
anesthesia as a boon, but children 
invariably loathe it. Moreover, 
anesthesia is the emotional climax 
of surgery. Given to children who 
are unprepared for it, anesthesia 
may produce tragic anxieties. 
Ether—the safest and most com- 
monly used anesthetic—induces 
powerful illusions and whirling 
dreams. The imagery is so real that 
emotionally upset children may be 
disturbed for months afterward; 
sudden strange odors may make 
them sick or afraid. 


Good anesthetists try to make 
friends with children beforehand, 
allow them to handle the cotton 
mask, show them what to do. Most 
children ask if ether smells. The 
reply is always, “Yes, but it is like 
nothing you have ever smelled be- 
fore. If you don’t like it, blow it 
away.” Three blows (deeper 
breathing), and the patient is out. 
However, the best anesthetist may 
not be able to win your child’s con- 
fidence if you have implanted fears 
and misinformation. 

What, then, is expected of you? 
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Scared Of SUPSCFY? seems on pase 146

tion is sufficient. Describe the mask 
in terms of an aviator’s oxygen 
mask to boys; perhaps a Halloween 
mask to girls. If there is time, and 
your doctor approves, demon- 
strate with a clean handkerchief 
Tom was unprepared for his 
anesthesia; and as a result, he 
fought natural sleep for a long 
time after he got home. 


a your youngster that 
someone he knows will be present 
(a doctor or nurse if necessary) be- 
fore and after anesthesia. Stay 
yourself if the hospital will let you. 
But leave before the presurgical 
sedation, if given, takes effect. 
Most mothers cry and many 
fathers can’t take it if they watch a 
child lapse into unconsciousness 

Never watch an operation on 
your youngster. You may interfere 
by getting sick or fainting. 

Do be present after your child 
comes out of the anesthesia, al- 
though not at the time of reaction, 
when he may mumble or groan 
inarticulately, his mind hazy, and 
his reactions confused. Watching 
this process is unnerving to anyone 
not used to it. Wait till the nurses 
send for you—it won’t be long. A 
familiar voice and loved face then 
is the best medicine in the world 


Security. There’s no substitute for 
love and 
them, your child will meet even 
the unknown with courage. What 
you do and the way you act before 


affection Possessing 


and during his hospitalization can 
bolster that feeling of security—or 
destroy it. 

Permit him to take along some 
books and toys. Familiar objects 
make the transition to strange 
surroundings easier, and your 
departure won’t leave himsolonely. 

Above all, explain the visiting 
hours. Tell your boy or girl that 
you will be back as soon as the 
hospital will let you. Set a time for 
your return and don’t be late. 
Children die a thousand deaths if 
vou are late or fail to come. 


Seeing how your boy or girl is 
getting along will make it easier 
for you to play the game and com- 
fort him with that intangible 
solace only you can offer. Hospital 
authorities know this; that’s why, 
instead of “‘Harold is doing as well 
as can be expected,” the reply to 
your questions is more likely to be, 
“Harold slept well last night, 
drank two glasses of milk for 
breakfast, and right now is draw- 
ing some pictures to take home and 
surprise you.”’ Hospitals know that 
parental security is one of the best 
guarantees of child security. 


Postsurgical care. You'll be 
tempted to pamper your youngster 
after he leaves the hospital. Don’t 
do it! Under normal cicumstances, 
children recall less of their surgical 
experience than their parents, and 
forget it sooner. 

Don’t cross-examine Johnny 
about the details of his operation. 
If you want to know what hap- 
pened, ask the doctor. But if he 
wants to talk about the hospital— 
listen to him. Such talk may be a 
release from his anxieties. If he 
talks too much and too often about 
it, ask your doctor; a complex may 
be in the making. 

Never demand heroics before 
surgery or after. If you do, you'll 
put your youngster under an un- 
natural strain. He is bound to cry 
a bit; there’s nothing wrong with 
that. He is bound to be a bit 
afraid; there’s nothing shameful 
about that. So long as you are 
around to help and reassure him, 
so long as he understands what to 
expect and why, he may come 
through surgery more mature and 
better adjusted than if you hold up 
impossible standards of bravery for 
him

If there is a choice of leaving half 
the family at home, we say by all 
means put your smallest on double 
runners and take your whole family 
skating together. 


Although town and city skating 
areas are generally well patrolled, 
skating on countless small creeks 
and ponds is a familiar worry to 
rural parents. Here again family 
outings have their value. Safety in- 
struction on the spot is far better 
heeded than dire warnings issued 
from an armchair, and children 
develop naturally both courage 
and caution when they are confi- 
dent of cooperation and support. 

For a long-lasting, truly reward- 
ing family sport, skiing cannot be 
topped. Start your child early, and 
you will give him an asset for which 
he will be grateful all his life. The 
fellowship of skiers is warm and re- 
warding the world over, and it 
comprises about the finest group of 
young people you could choose for 
your son and daughter. In com- 
radeship and sporting competition, 
they will gain firm, co-ordinated 
muscles, alertness and courage, 
the special sparkle of contagious 
enthusiasm that is the secret pass- 
word of skiers everywhere. 

You yourself can discover the 
unlimited rewards of skiing. 

“But,” you cry, “skiing is so 
dangerous! It is so expensive! And so 
inconvenient.” Let’s look at some of 
the facts. 


“ 
Shiies is not dangerous. Actual- 
ly, Kenny is far less likely to come 
home from skiing with serious 
bumps and bruises than he is from 
his back-yard gym or his roller 
skating. There are a few simple 
rules of safety which must be ob- 
served on a ski slope, just as they 
are observed at the lake or on a 
baseball diamond. The accidents 
which make the headlines are 
usually caused by high-speed, un- 
controlled skiing. A child who 
grows up on skis can learn to con- 
trol them with confidence. 

As for expense, the barrel-stave 
skis our grandparents improvised 
won’t do today. On the other 
hand, your family doesn’t need 
de luxe equipment. 

Buy your 2-year-old the red 
skis with blue poles from the toy 
shop. But your 4- or 5-year-old 
needs bindings like those you will 
choose for yourself. 


F.. yourself, a moderately priced 
pair of hickory skis should give 
you years of service. For your child, 
it is best not to purchase with an 
eye to winter after next, as you may 
be just postponing your child’s 
skill and enjoyment till then. 

Ski boots are expensive, but they 
will serve you well, and stout junior 
boots will serve a number of young 
skiers in turn. 

The classic simplicity of skiing 
clothes has a very practical basis. 
Skiing clothes are well-cut, tight- 
woven, lightweight, and moisture- 
proof. The right clothes for your 
youngster will make a difference in 
his progress. Don’t bundle him up 
in sweaters so that he can’t move 
his arms freely. Be sure his wool 
socks are warm and roomy. A hood

Plant sweetpeas in trenches at least 6 inches deep and pro- 
ide support for climbing. Soak wildflower seeds overnight 
ore planting. 
Lake 6- to 10-inch cuttings of shrubs, including evergreens, 
to start new ones. Dip the base of each cutting in one of the 
root-promoting powders. Plant outdoors, and usually roots 
will be formed for spring planting two months hence. 

Store tender waterlily roots in a protected, deep, dry pit, or 
in the basement.

Protect pansies with a light mulch of straw or partially de- 
cayed leaves. Tuck the mulch in around the plants, but keep 
the green leaves exposed to allow growth during warm periods. 
Mulch ferns; they have large crowns that heave out of the 
ground when left exposed. Lay branches pruned from shrubs 
and trees over ground first, then leaves, followed by branches or 
wire fencing to hold leaves in place. 

Tie the fragrant viburnum tops together in areas where 
there’s lots of snow, to prevent breakage; the tips of the 
branches are brittle. 

Remove dead trees now if the ground is frozen or there’s 
snow. Avoid leaving the stump by using the weight of the top 
as leverage to pull out by the roots—tree stumps are a-con- 
stant annoyance. 

Pour a tablespoonful of No. 10 oil in the spark-plug hole of 
your power lawn mower. Drain the carburetor and gas-tank 
lines. Oil gas-throttle wire. 

Make sure that mulches and sod are away from tree trunks 
to keep field mice away over winter.

Plant shrubs before the ground freezes. Heel in and cover 


all plant tops with burlap if plants arrive as a freeze begins— 
plant later as soon as ground is soft. Stake and tie all newly 
planted woody plants. Apply a mulch for the best rooting. 

Prune Japanese maples and grapevines before Christmas; 
don’t delay beyond mid-December. 

Apply bonemeal to delphiniums, lupines, and other plants 
that prefer a sweet soil. Mulch the flower border after the 
ground is frozen. 

Mulch all small fruits such as strawberries, raspberries, 
currants, and gooseberries. 

Spade vegetable area, but don’t smooth until spring.

Dahlias should have their tops cut off; the roots may be left 
in the ground in mildest areas. Dig dahlias carefully to avoid 
breaking the necks of the tuberous roots. Store clumps under a 
shrub and cover with sandy soil. Cut the canes of the tall tree 
dahlia (Dahlia maxoni) into foot-length pieces to start new 
plants. 

Divide and transplant flowering perennials that have formed 
into large clumps. Cut geraniums back to the ground. 

Sow seed of lettuce, onions, Swiss chard, spinach, peas, and 
the root crops in Southern California, the Bay area, and Im- 
perial Valley.

= 
» can lose plants, time, dollars, 
and be much inconvenienced if you 
don’t protect your plants by mulch- 
ing. Mulching your flowers is the 
last most important job you'll do 
outdoors this year. The flowers you 
want will be there next season if 
you act now. The winter might be 
tough on plants, so mulch if you 
want to avoid damage 


Why? You need to mulch if you 
can’t depend on a blanket of snow 
all winter—and one that stays late. 
Snow is nature’s mulch—none bet- 
ter: Bare soil during winter allows 
loss of ground heat. Low soil tem- 
perature can cause damage to 
some plants. 

A good mulch insulates and 
keeps soil temperature uniform 
keeps it from going too far below 
freezing. Damaging action of thaw- 
ing and freezing can’t go on under- 
neath a mulch, to heave and injure 
your plants. Early spring, with its

When? Mulch after the ground is 
frozen an inch or more deep. If 
there’s snow, mulch anyway— 
right on the snow. Don’t be in a 
hurry to apply a winter mulch and 
don’t be in a hurry to remove it in 
the spring (except when it’s over 
early-spring-flowering bulbs). 


What and how much? Various 
materials may be used for mulch- 
ing, such as excelsior, marsh hay, 
clean straw, oak and other hard- 
wood-tree leaves, ground 
corncobs, wood shavings, and to- 
bacco stems. Soil temperature sel- 
dom goes 10 degrees below freez- 
ing under 5 inches of mulch—use 
5 for most plants.

Kitchen window garden 


This is good for an east, south, or west exposure. 
Brightly patterned coleus, a pot of chives, a Sweet 
Olive bush, and a top slashed from a fresh pineapple 
and rooted in sandy loam form the quartet here so 
neatly housed in fat bean pots. Should your own 
kitchen window sill be too narrow for bean pets, you 
can grow smaller plants in wick-fed, glazed or plastic 
pots. 

For pots without drainage holes, you’d better 
arrange a 1!-inch layer of pebbles, marbles, or lumps 
of charcoal in bottom so that any excess water can 
gather there. Your potted chives can be cut at in- 
tervals and are the easiest of the seasonings to grow in 
a sunny window. And they're mighty handy when 
you want a wee bit of that spring’s-almost-here flavor.

The problem here is always how to keep the soil in 
small pots evenly moist. Use a large tray filled with 
vermiculite (expanded mica), which retains water 
without becoming soggy. Proportions of the tray will 
be those that best suit your window. 

Galvanized iron or sheet copper lasts indefinitely. 
Or you can use a wooden. tray shellacked and as- 
phalted inside. It must be watertight. Vermiculite 
needs water added only every second or third day. 
Keep geraniums next window, African-violets away 
from the glass.

Table-top garden 


For any exposure except due north. A tier table like 
this is best, though a Lazy Susan or a library step 
table serves admirably. Let a dish garden complete 
with small ferns, begonias, striped wandering-Jew 
vine, or parlor ivy have top position. 

Then on the broader ledge set such plants as 
Thanksgiving and Christmas Cacti, demure striped 
peperomia, pink and purple African-violets, and 
small fancyleaf caladiums and grape-ivies. A clear 
spar varnish on the wood will save disfiguring water- 
marks. Keep as many plants as possible in self-water- 
ing pots. 








A radiator—your problem? 


A baffle for the heat that rises to wilt your plants.is the 
first need. A slim rectangular aquarium does just this 
for plants that you could not grow here otherwise. 
Brightly colored coleus and dieffenbachia offer good 
contrast for small ferns, Plerts; Kenilworth Ivy; and 
African-violets snuggled next the glass wall on the 
shadier side. Outside the terrarium, set drouth- and 
heat-resisting sansevieria and the shrubby jadeplant, 
Sedum arborescens. And for year-long interest, include 
the amusing necklace-vine. 

Use asbestos shingles, if you have nothing better, for 
heat insulation, and keep a dead-air space between 
radiator grill and wooden base holding the terrarium. 
Plan to remove the exposed plants from the window at 
least every second week and shower them at the kitch- 
en sink. Vermiculite, 1 part to 5 of topsoil, will help 
keep the soil mixture in the aquarium evenly moist.

Dee. 1 When I arrived home late 
last night from a long business trip 
was greeted with the news that 
Maggie is doing over her kitchen 
new unit cabinet, new paint job, 
with the linoleum man phoned for 
And David did no outside work 
while I was gone.

Deer decorations 


Top left. When you buy your 
Christmas tree, look for four 
branches laden with tiny cones. 
See photograph above. Fasten into 
triangular formation with fine flo- 
rist’s wire. In the center place clus- 
ter of large, medium, and small 
Christmas balls. Make a loop of 
wire in the back for hanging. 

Lower left. Fasten a piece of chick- 
en wire toa 1x1-inchstrip of wood 24 
inches in length. The chicken wire 
can be cut and shaped to the gen- 
eral contour of the decoration. 
Weave the Christmas greens into 
the chicken wire; fasten the larger 
branches with additional wire. 
Then cut a mitten of red felt or 
oilcloth. Pad with tissue paper. 
Stitch a band of silver tinsel on the 
edge of the mitten and appliqué a 
greeting. Wire mitten in place. 
Hang decoration on door; add 
Christmas balls. 

Top right. Follow same directions 
for making background of greens as 
above. Add stalks of wheat or barley 
and glass bird ornaments. Use red 
oilcloth for the bow. Cut the bow 
shape separate from the ribbon 
ends. Use a piece of cardboard to 
stiffen the bow. To make ribbon 
ends, cut from cardboard and cov- 
er with red oilcloth 

Lower right. Cut two large holly 
leaves from heavy gold or silver 
paper. One leaf should be about 
30 inches long, 14 inches at the 
widest part. The other should be 
32 inches long, 15 inches at the 
widest part. With rubber cement, 
paste two smaller leaves of thinner 
green metallic paper on large 
leaves. Join the two leaves at their 
stems and again toward the center. 
Place large Christmas balls on each 
leaf. Since this decoration is light- 
weight, it may be hung by a light 


wire under the stems or thumb- 
tacked at top and center. 


Sequin tree 


Insert 18 inches of No. 9 wire in 
center of 3-inch wood circle. Paint 
wood circle with gold ink; dry. 
Slip four Christmas-tree balls over 
wire; secure at base with cellulose 
tape. To form the shape of the tree, 
use 314 yards of sequin ribbon (354 
inches wide, with 34-inch holes). 
Start with 12-inch spread at base; 
zigzag ribbon back and _ forth, 
shortening spread each time. Insert 
seven green balls at equal spaces 
up trunk of tree. Place cork at top 
of wire. Pin pair of stars to cork, 


Star bright 


Cut two sizes of stars from 
plastic-foam blocks (you can buy 
plastic foam at a plastic shop). 
Place three evergreen branches at 
the back on a needlepoint holder. 
Christmas-tree lights have star re- 
flectors, are arranged at base with 
a sprig of holly to cover wires. 


Christmas whimsey 


Top row: Reindeer is cardboard 
wrapped in white crepe-paper rib- 
bon, with red foil saddle and green 
foil antlers. Angel has wooden- 
bead head, dress of plastic ribbon, 
and foil wings. St. Nick is a clear 
plastic disc with red cellulose-tape 
edge, clear glass buttons for eyes 
and mouth, opaque velvet-finish 
paper for cap and whiskers.

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the felt, then the sequin, then 
bead, back through the sequin and 
felt. Start around the edge of the 
felt, using a variety of colors. For 
added glitter, string beads four at a 
time; fasten in loops on the tree. 
Sew gold safety pin on back of felt; 
fasten to card with cellulose tape. 
Serenading angels are pipe clean- 
ers with dresses of small plastic 
lace doilies, wings of gold foil, crys- 
tal-ball heads. They’ re standing on 
silver Christmas-tree balls. 


Tree trim 


You'll need a panel of plastic 
foam about 10 x 24 x 2 inches, lace 
paper doilies, sequins, bits of col- 
ored foil paper. Cut two triangles 
of brown wrapping paper. The 
large triangle is 10 inches at base, 
11 inches high. The small triangle 
is 734 inches at base, 834 inches 
high. Place the paper patterns on 
the plastic foam; cut one large 
triangle and two small ones. Cut 
tree bases and stems. These can be 
fastened on with toothpicks. 

Paint trees with water-soluble 
paint. When paint is dry, decorate 
with edging and snowflakes cut 
from lace paper doilies. Fasten 
these and the sequins with pins.

Trim red felt or outing flannel 
with green brush and red _ ball 
fringe.

Tolerance sometimes replaces natural dislike in dog-and-cat relationships

Our dog is making ¥ miserable 
for our neighbors’ cats. We're afraid 
he'll kill them. Can you help us?— 
J. A. P., New Jersey. 

I’m afraid there’s nothing to be 
done about cat-hating. Dogs and 
cats seem to have an inborn dis- 
like and suspicion of each other. 
The only thing yow can do is con- 
fine your dog in the house or yard, 
and air him on a leash. However, 
many times a puppy and a kitten 
raised together will sign a peace 
pact, though it’s mostly based on 
tolerance, not affection. 


Our puppy died from distemper 
last spring, and we want to get an- 
other. However, we've heard that the 
new puppy may pick up the dis- 
temper germs. How long do they 
live?7—Mrs. H. B., Virginia. 

Best authorities give distemper 
germs a maximum life of 90 days 
after the infected dog has been re- 
moved. But exposure to sun kills 
them in a few hours. 


My 11-year-old English Bull- 
dog has coughing spells and acts 
as if something is stuck in his throat. 
An examination shows nothing. Is 
there anything I can do to help him? 
—Mrs. P. S. G., California. 

Apparently your dog has chronic 
bronchitis, often found in older 
animals subjected to sudden ex- 
posure after a bath or used to con- 
finement in hot indoor quarters. 
Give your pet 1 grain of aspirin 
night and morning, with a few 
drops of brandy in a tablespoon of 
warm water. Rub his throat twice 
daily with warm camphorated oil. 
When exercising him outdoors in 
chilling weather, dress him in a 
wool sweater. Be sure it covers neck 
and chest. Skip bathing entirely; 
brushing and combing will do. Let 
him sleep up off the floor in a 


draft-free spot. Dry him off thor- 
oughly when he comes in wet and 
cold from outside. 


A friend of mine says the Collie 
and the Shepherd are two different 
breeds. I say they are the same. Who 
is right?—B. R. R., Tennessee. 

The Collie and “shepherds” are 
different breeds, though the Collie 
is famed as a sheepherder and cat- 
tle driver, too. The “shepherd”’ 
group takes in the German Shep- 
herd, Belgian Shepherd, Old Eng- 
lish Sheepdog, Shetland Sheepdog, 
etc. 


Our 11-month-old Cocker wets 
every time we go near her or pet her. 
What causes this? And how can we 
stop it?—M. L. C., North Dakota. 

jaa female is extremely nerv- 
ous and high-strung. Start teach- 
ing your dog a few obedience com- 
mands. This will get her used to 
attention and handling, and grad- 
ually overcome the nervousness at 
your approach, 


Why does my dog howl every time 
he hears a train whistle? Is there a 
remedy?—P, E. R., Washington. 

No conclusive explanation has 
ever been given on why a dog will 
howl at certain noises such as sing- 
ing, train whistles, etc. Best one 
seems to be the theory that the 
pitch or intensity of certain tones 
strikes hard on the dog’s eardrums, 
the most sensitive part of his body. 
But we've witnessed dogs howling
